This Queſtion ſeemes to be, and is, I beleeve, in ſome mens apprehenſi- 
ens, a Caſe of Conſcience, yer, I feare me, little will be contributed either 
from the Popiſh,or Proteſtant Caſuiſts rowards the deciſion : for,as I gueſle, 
they have not heard of ir, much leſle handled ic; nevertheleſſe feare not, Gen- 
tle Reader, but that,it may be fairely derermined, for I have heard a wiſe man 
ſay, that atollerable underſtanding beſt ſtares a point of Conſcience, when 
there is leaſt of theſe Caſuiſts both direions and judgements init, Give me 
leave firſt co explaine ſome things in the Queſtion, and then thou ſhalc have 
my iudgement, {uch as it is, in this weighty matter. Firſt then,by the Sepera- 
- riſt I meane all thole peopie of new or old England, who either will nor, or 
elſe have no great heart to ioyne in the outward worſhip of God, with any,be 
their learning or eſteem what it will, whomake'a conſcience of the Eccleſiaſti- 
call poliey, or Diſcipline of the Church of Zg/and, as it was lately mannaged 
by the Arehbiſhops, Biſhops, &c. 

2, Secondly,lI adde that Parentheſis(z they are called) ro imply that in my 
judgement, though they are uſua]ly ſo called by the adverſe party, yer they 
_ are4ll called Seperatiſts, for (good men) they agree throughout with the for- 
mall Proteſtant, in the maine of Geds worſhip, and in the whole Do&rine 
of the Goſpell;bur.Seperariſt only in that, wherein they are in conſcience per- 
| {waded they oughtnort, and the adverſe party cannot, in the judgement of 
any indifferent man cenvince them, that they ought to joyne unto them: 
Indeed when ir ſhall be made cleare, or certaine,that they oughtco joyne with 
the Cathedral party, and then they ſhall ſtand off, I alfo ſhall be well conten- 

ted ro have them Chriſtened Seperatiſts, *' 

In the meane time I wonder that any, atleaft judicious men, ſhould faſten 
aterme of diſgrace (for ſo it is accounted) upon men- both upright .in their 
lives,and Orthodoxin their tenets, meerly forinot according with them in a 
humour, fornot complying in a point-of outward uniformity, when variety 
(tor ought hath beene ſaid co the contrary) hath both as much decency, and 
might 
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might have for irs companion, as much. charicy, -in my-poore indgement 
(which I profeſſe -in Gods ſigkt is impreiudiced for ought E know' in-this 
cauſe) men may as well call him a Seperariſt, that berakes. himſelfe from-one 
neighbourhood ro another, or from one Corporation to another; for as

ſo 1 ſhake hande with this perplexed Caſe conching rhe reconſecracion of un- 
hallowed Churches, 
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
